peaceful coexistence, 

The State Department

New Policy For 
Moshav Instructors 


Jerusaiem Post Reporter 
TSOFIT, Tuesday.—The Jew- 
ish Agency Settlement De- 
partment is initiating a new 
policy in training instructors 
for immigrant moshavtm, 
Mr. Ya’acov Goren, secretary 
of the department, declared 
today. He was speaking on 
the occasion of the gradua- 


tion ceremony of the first 38 
immigrant 
ors at Beit Berl near here. 


Mr. Goren admitted that 


the department had neglect- | 


ed up to now the. proper 
training of instructors for 
these villages. Formerly, 
many mistakes had been 
made unawares by instruct- 
ors who, in their zest for 
change, had undermined tra- 
ditional institutions of the 
new settlers without realizing 
the social consequences. 


The first 18-month course 
had cost 1L50, 000 and had 
included Jectures on farm man- 
agement, bookkeeping, immi- 
grant sociological problems 
and village organization as 
well as practical work in 
villages. 

He mentioned that the de-

" JERUSALEM PILGRIMAGE—100 YEARS AGO

IKE ruins of the ancient 

past are those yellow- 
tinged leaves of a travelogue 
about Jerusalem, which were 
published exactly one hundred 
years ago by a German pub- 
lishing house in Leipzig.

New Regulations 

According to the new regu- 
lations, a fund whose mem- 
bers want to be eligible for 
certain income tax benefits 
has to fulfil: the following 
terms: 

@ 65 per cent ef the fand's en- 
pital must be invested in 
“authorized investments’ such as 
Gevernment securities, or other 
investments approved by the Fm 
ance Minister. These must be 
channelled through the banks or

@ Ne more than 25 per cent of 
the capital may ge fer leans 
te the members, and these leans 
must be given only for housing 
or aecricultaral settlement. 
@ The remaining 10 per cent 
may be invested by the fund 
in anyother way, subject to the 
appreval ef the fund's contrel- 
Ing agency. 
@ Payments to the funds will 
mot exceed 13 and one third 
per cent of the tetal wage 

The benefits that are being 
given to the funds complying 
with these requirements are 
that the members’ payment 
for the provident and pension 
fund is deducted from taxable 
Income; the payments made 
by the employers are exempt- 
ed aS expenditures; and the 
fund’s profits are completely 
exempted from income tax. 

Mr. Shattner estimates the 
number of people at presenti 
enrolled in a pension or pro- 
vident scheme in Israel at 
150,000 wage earners and 
about 60 to 70 thousand self- 
employed. 

Most of the wage earners! 
that are not included in any, 
Saving scheme are daily and 
temporary workers who are 
very hard to organize. The 
Organization of the self-em- 
ployed in provident funds, 
which started some five, 
months ago, raises the hope 
that the number of savers will 
increase. 

One interesting development | 
is that while the workers’
